July 12th, 2010 at 6:30 P.M. 



The MEETING was called to order by Chairman Stoesser at 6:30P.M. Present were Supervisor 
Montez, Supervisor Klarkowski, Clerk/Treasurer Buchanan, and Attorney Mills. Also in 
attendance were approximately 50 residents. 

OPEN MEETING LAW: Chairman Stoesser asked Clerk Buchanan about the agenda posting 
being in compliance . 

The MINUTES: Supervisor Klarkowski moved to approve the June 2nd & June 16th Planning 

Commission minutes as presented. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion.

Special Meeting during the last week of July. 

RECYCLING REPORT: Chuck Esposito reported that the Town received the recycling grant 
information for 201 1 . Discussion followed on lawn mowers and scrap metal being collected and 
kept out of the landfill. 

LIBRARY REPORT: Phil Taugher reported the the Library continues to function within their 
budget. The Library administration is looking at ways to raise funds to improve the library. 

POLICE REPORT: Chief Surges presented the June police report. 

The DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS REPORT: None. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS: 

The FIRE DISTRICT: None. 

The PLANNING COMMISSION Report: Supervisor Klarkowski reported on the June 2nd & 
June 16th, 2010 Planning Commission Meetings. Supervisor Klarkowski moved to approve the 
Plat Review, N8750 Thiede Road, PET1300002, by Rick Stacey/Brian Godfrey, including having 
the proper end to the Town Road marked on the CSM. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. 
Discussion followed.

The motion carried. 

Supervisor Klarkowski explained the public hearing for the amendment to the Land Use 
Plan/Comprehensive Plan for Jim & Randi Wirtz, W1333 CTH J, PA226200003. It will now be 
presented at Walworth County Planning & Zoning for the amendment to the 2035 plan. 
Supervisor Klarkowski read the statement for the proposed use of the property. There is a 
restriction on the property that another house can't be built on the property. There were no 
questions on the information given. 
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Supervisor Klarkowski asked if there was anyone in favor or opposed to the amendment to the 

Land Use. Discussion followed. Chuck Esposito reported on the notification to the public on the 

amendment. 

Supervisor Klarkowski moved to approve the amendment to the Land Use Plan/Comprehensive 

Plan, W 1333 CTH J, PA226200003 , by Jim & Randi Wirtz and the recorded document submitted 

to be forwarded to Walworth County. The Town took testimony on July 12, 2010 on the petition. 

Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. Discussion followed. The tax key number was not 

correct on the notification. 

Supervisor Klarkowski moved to withdraw the motion to approve the petition and have the public 

hearing August 18, 2010 at 7:00P.M., to act on this petition for the amendment to the 2035 land 

use plan. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion.

PUBLIC COMMENTS: Victor Kranitz stated that the Governor signed a bill a short time ago on 

extraterritorial zoning. Attorney Mills commented on Village's powers versus Town powers. 

Mr. Shepard, United Unitarian Church of Mukwonago representative, requested that the Town 

Board look at the weed ordinance. They plan to build a new green church on that property and 

have planted 250 trees for landscaping in effort to begin natural landscaping. The Town received 

a weed complaint and needed to follow up on that complaint. 

Bret Strong commented on restoration issues and he had success with the university extension 

and that may be a place for the Town to look into the things that are allowed in prairie/natural 

habitat, along with Faye Emerson at Walworth County. Supervisor Klarkowski stated that the 

ordinance is old and needs to be updated. 

Supervisor Klarkowski moved to have Attorney Mills update the weed ordinance. Chairman 

Stoesser seconded the motion. Supervisor Klarkowski withdrew his motion. Chairman Stoesser 

withdrew his second. 

Supervisor Klarkowski moved to have Attorney Mills contact Walworth County, the DNR and 

Greg Twelmeyer for updated information on the weed ordinance. Chairman Stoesser seconded 

the motion. Discussion followed.

Clerk Buchanan requested Attorney Mills look at the garbage contract, which expires in 2010.
